In the house com m ittee all bills looking 
to the adm ission of territories, including 
j those of Messrs. Baker and Gifford, divid­ 
ing D akota on an east and west line and 
adm itting tlie southern half to statehood, 
were taken up one by one and voted down.

of through the nostrils. 
But it does 
not ex tirpate nor cure the disease. 
If the patient gets well, the tube is re 
moved and the wound permitted to 
heal up. 
In the case of the Crown

treatm ent only mitigates suffering; it 
does not prolong life. 
It was not

19.—This city was visited by a horrible cy­ 
clone to-day about 4:45 p. un.

thundering and raining for some time, when 
suddenly a low, rum bling noise was heard, 
and a black cloud that seemed to touch the 
earth swept over ihe city, and it became 
very dark. 
As soon as the cloud patted, 
however, the sky brightened and people 
realised the shock and loss they had sus­ 
tained. 
Hundreds of houses were blown 
down, and many people were crushed in the 
ruins. 
It is impossible at ibis time to esti­ 
m ate the loss, but at lecst one-half of the 
town Is destroyed. 
The south and east 
parts of the square are completely destroyed. 
The large building known as the Crews 
block, now’ owned by J. C. Murray, was en­ 
tirely demolished and caught fir« » in a short 
tunc, aud is now burning rapidly.

Look Out For Your Taxes. 
For the benefit of those who are not in 
position to keep well informed as to the 
tax laws we publish the following con­ 
densation by an exchange: 
“All taxes 
becomes due on the first Monday of 
January. 
Personal property taxes be­ 
comes delinquent on 
the first day of 
March following, when a penalty of IO 
percent, is added, 
lf not paid before 
the first day of April, the sheriff collects 
the same with the aceurcd penalty and 
cost, including mileage fees. On the first 
day of January following, a penalty of 
IO percent, is added to all unpaid real 
estate taxes, and the said taxes become 
delinquent on the first Monday of Janu­ 
ary following, when an additional penal­ 
ty of 5 per cent, is added, and twenty 
days thereafter 30 cents on each tract 
for advertising and clerk of court fees, 
will be added to Hie amount due, as 
shown in advertised list. 
Ileal estate 
will be offered for sale for the taxes, 
penalty and costs due thereon on the first 
Monday in May thereafter, from which 
time the accrued amount draws interest 
at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum uu- 
til redeemed, and if not redeemed within 
three years from dale of sale, becomes 
absolute property of the state or pur­ 
chaser. *’

IO.—This city was visited by a horrible cy­ 
clone to-day about 4 :45 p. rn. 
It had been 
thundering and raining for some time. when 
suddenly a low. rum bling noise was heard, 
and a black cloud that seemed to touch the 
earth sw ept over ihe city, and it became 
very dark. 
As soon as the oioud passed, 
however, the sky brightened and people 
realized the shock and loss they had sus­ 
tained. 
Hundreds of houses were blown 
down, and many people were crushed in the 
ruins.

Absorbing’ Incident of a W haling Voyage 
Marine Record 


Of all the pursuit# that men follow 
; in order to obtain a subsistance, there 
us none that will compare, in danger and 
; hardship, with that of a whaleman, and 
j yet how little the people on the shore 
; know of this. 
It is in order to let 
1 them have some insight into this busi- 
re jhirted as ness that the following narrative is writ­ 
ten. 
The facts, as they occurred, were 
noted in tile journal or log soon after 
they transpired: 
On tho 14th day of Decemlier, 1837, 
the good ship Croesus, of Newburg, 
Captain Perkins, was cruising some­ 
where between the latitude of 36 and 
37.8 and longitude of GO east, in search 


of right whale. 
It was in the forenoon 
and the old ship w as moving along un­ 
der the topgallant sails with a light 
breeze at the rate of about forty knots 
an hour. 
The most hardened grumbler 
;ould not find fault with the day. 
At 
the fore and main topgallant crosstrees 
were two men on the lookout for whales. 
It was now nearly four o’clock in tho 
afternoon when the man in the main 
sang ou t: 
“There she blows!” 
He repeated the cry regular five or 
six times. 
All was now excitement 
among the officers and men. 
Every 
one was anxious to know if it was the 
kind of xvhale that was wanted. 
The mate hailed the man at the mast 
head: 
“Where away is that whale? 
What 
do you call her?” 
“Right whale, sir, on the lee beam, 
two miles off. 
Look out sharply for 
her.” 
Sing out when the ship heads for 
I her.” 
“Aye, aye sir.” 
“Keep her away,” said the captain to 
the man at the helm. 
Boy, hand roe 
i the epy glass.” 
“Steady!” sung out the man at the 
; mast head. ” 
“Steady it is,” answered the man st 
the wheel. 
The captain started to go aloft “Mr. 
A .,” to the mate, “you may square in 
the after yards and call all hands.” 
‘ Forward there!” shouted the mate. 
“Haul Hie mainsail up and square the 
yards! B ill!” to an old sailor— 
“Sir?” 
“Call all hands.” 
“Aye, 
aye, sir. 
All hands alloy,” 
shouted old Bill, in a voice like a temp- 
; e t; “stand by the boats.”

In less than no time the deck was alive 
| with men. 
“Boat steerers, get your boat ready.” 
j 
In a moment tile boats were in readi­ 
ness. the tubs put in, and the lines bent 
j on the harpoons, the crew standing 
! by really to follow the boat. 
Down 
I went the 
boats and down 
followed 
I the crew, down to tho water when the 
word came from the captain to lower 
; away. 
“There she blows,” sung out the man 
at the fore, “not half a mile off.” 
“ Down helm !” shouted the captain. 
“ Mr. A., brace the mizzen topsail! 
Hoist and swing the boats and lower 
away!” 
A# the boats struck the water, exx*ry 
man on his thwart, with his hands on the 
loom of the oar, an I in less time than it 
takes to w rite it the three boats were 
cutting their w ay through the water in 
the direction of the whale. 
It was my duty to steer the mate’s 
boat, and she happened to be the fast­ 
est puller, so that, although we all left 
the ship together, and for a few rods 
keep nearly head and head with each 
other, still we knew w'ell enougli that 
as soon as word came from the mate to 
“give way” we should drop the others 
in a moment. 
So we did not fret our­ 
selves, but kept coed for a tight pull 
when the whale should show himself on 
the surface of the water again, which 
he did in a moment alter. 
“There she is,” cried the mate, “and 
not over ten rods from the boat. 
Now, 
my dear fellows, lay back hard. I tell 
you ! 
There she blows! Only give, my 
boys, and sh* is ours I” 
The boat bounded forward like a 
thing cf life. 
“Spring like tigers!” 
says the mate, 
his voice sinking almost to a whisper. 
I looked to see what kind of a chance I 
was to have at the same time pulling at 
my oar with all my might. We were go­ 
ing on to her starboard quarter, just 
the chance I liktxl to fasten to a whale. 
“Stand up!” shooted the mate, and 
in a moment I had two harpoons to the 
hitches into her. 
“ S tern -stern all!” sung out 
the 
mate, as he saw the iron in the whale. 
“Come here, my boy,” he said to me. 
We shifted ends, he to the bead, and I 
to the stern of the boat. 
The whale 
started off like lightning. 
“Hold on line,” said the mate, and 
away we shot after her, like an arrow 
from a bow. 
The mate by this time 
had his lance ready. 
“ Haul me on that whale,’Tie shouted, 
and all hands turned to hauling line 
while I coiled it away to the stern 
sheets. 
Wo had got nearly up to the whale 
when she went to “ sounding,” taking 
the line riirht un and down from the 
Head of the boat. 
I hilt: two turns of 
the line around the logger-head, and 
was holding on as the boat would bear, 
when, ail at once, another larger whale, 
that we knew nothing about, shot up 
out of the water nearly her whole 
length, in a slanting position, 
hanging 
directly over the boat. 
I threw off’ the 
turns from the loggerhead and shouted 
to the men to “stern.” 
But it was of no 
u se; she fell the whole of her body on 
the lioat. 
I heard a crash. and as I went 
down I felt a pressure of water over my 
' head, caused as I then thought, by the 
whale’s flukes as she struck. 
How long 
I was under water I know not, but I 
remember that all looked dark above 
me and I tried very hard to shove my 
head through, in order to breathe. 
At 
last I succeeded, but what a sight was 
that on which I gazed when I found 
mvself on the surface of the water! 
About a rode from me was the whale 
that we were fast to, thrashing the >vat- 
er into a foam with His flukes, the ocean 
red with blood, and the crimson streams 
flowing from the wounds made by har­ 
poons. 
In another direction I could see 
pieces of the boat floating around. 
At 
the distance of two or three miles I 
could occasionally get a glimpse of tho 
ship as I rode oil the top of a swell, 
and not a human being in sight. 
Most 
forcibly did the words of the poet apply 
to my .situation at this moment: 
‘‘Oh, Solitude, where arc the charms 
That sages hav 1 seen iu thy face. 
Better dwell in th® midst of alarms 
Than reign in this horrible place. 
So thought I, as I struck out for a 
piece of our once beautiful boat, a few 
rods distant. 
The crew came up. one 
after 
another, catching at anything 
they could see to keep them afloat. 
One poor fellow' came paddling along 
with two or three oars under him, cry­ 
ing out that his back was broken. 
An­ 
other of the crew and myself got him 
on tho piece of a boat that he had hold 
of. 
His thigh wa* broken, and lie 
could not move his legs at aJU 
The 
second mate soon after pick*3 fl* RP 


with his boat, and so much had we been 
engaged in Rooking out for ourselves 
that we did not perceive that one of our 
number was missing. 
But, alas! it was 
too soon found cut. 
Ho was a young 
man about seventeen years old, aud did 
not belong to the boat, bat went in tho 
place of the midship oarsman, who was 
sick at the time. 
The whale fell di­ 
rectly on him and probably killed him 
in a moment. 
With what feelings we 
pulled round and round the spot where 
the boat was steven, unwilling to be­ 
lieve even after we knew there was no 
hope, that our shipmate was gone never 
more to return. 
And how .silently we 
glided alongside the ship and hoisted 
in our poor shipmate now lamed for 
life. 
Oh, that some of these people wljo 
look upon sailors as little better than 
brutes, and who know little or nothing 
of Hie kind feelings and growing affec­ 
tions concealed under their rough exteri­ 
ors, could have seen what I saw on 
board that ship, even tlu ir hearts would 
melt, and they would find that it is not 
always tile polished and educate I, tho 
smooth-faced and handsome man that 
has the warmest heart or tile most gen­ 
erous feelings.—J. W. II.

as th at of securing a sufficient am ount 
of this great “restorer, balmy sleep.” 
It should 
be taken 
regularly, 
if 
possible when the light and noise and 
bustle cf the day cease. 
It is im p o rta n t to have several 
hours’ sleep before midnight, and bet­ 
ter to sleep during the shades of night 
than when the sun bids all things be 
astir; yet it is better to take a nap 
during the day than 
not to sleep 
enough. 
Indeed a little nap before the noon 
meal will rest the nerves and prom ote 
digestion. 
Do not sleep just atter ea t­ 
ing, as it retards digestion.

The editor ot the Frill water Messenger has 
succeeded in getting Jim Younger to tell 
something about his early career, and since 
It is claimed th at neither of the Younger 
brothers, since they came to Minnesota, have 
ever been detected in a falsehood, this story, 
is told to the Messenger, will be read with 
interest. 
JIM TOUNGElt's NAKBATIVK. 
After minor particulars of the m urder of 
his father by a mob of highwaymen and the 
destruction of their homestead, Jim Younger 
said- 
In February, 1866, we w ere run oil by a 
mob, and I went to an uncle in Howard 
county. 
It was while I was there that the 
Liberty bank robbery look place, though 
that affair was not laid to us until a long 
time afterward, or until after the celebrated 
Iowa train robbery. 
I staid from borne until 
the fall of 1866, and on the day I returned 
I was captured a t the house by the same 
supposed mob that murdered my father. 
I 
escaped from those men within tw enty m in­ 
utes after my capture by b atling upon a 
horso that stood near the door, and riding 
for my life. 
In the spring of 1867 I went 
back to my mother and planted, cultivated 
and harvested a crop for her. 
But while 
doing that I slept every night in the woods, 
going to the house after sunrise and leaving 
a t sundown. 
I took that 
precaution to 
avoid being murdered. 
I was net, however, 
afraid of meeting ordinary people and was 
glad to g o often to Independence and mix 
with the jieople there, i lost ail of whom 
k new me well. In 186* I went to I exits and 
remained ther until 1876, when my mother 
sent me word asking that I should come and 
rails to lie of American m anufacture.

Baltimore Once a Lake* 
Baltim ore American. 
Major J. \V. Powell, Director of the 
United 
States Geological 
Survey, 
spoke recently in Hopkin Hall upon 
the physical features of the Atlantic 
Coast, illustrating the course of lec­ 
tures on the study of local and natu­ 
ral history around and about Balti­ 
more. 
He said: “Brooks, streams, 
rivers, bays and gulfs, are caused by 
the gradual wearing away of the sur­ 
face of the earth by the fall of rain. 
The great valleys and canyons of the 
West were carved out by great gla­ 
ciers in the past moving along in th at 
country, and by the melting of the 
snows upon the immense plateaus 
of the West. Not many years ago, 
geologically speaking, ti e whole of the 
Northern part of the United States 
was covered with tee and great gla­ 
ciers. The origin ot prairies is due to 
fires. Where the rainfall is not suffi­ 
cient to prevent great fires th at region 
will be treeless. £o it has been in the 
region of prairies. The country of 
New 
England has 
been a great 
glacial 
region. The 
foot of the 
! great Piedmont plain passes tit rough 
the city of Baltimore. The geological 
formation of this plain has had an at 
influence upon the settlement and civ­ 
ilization of this country by preventing 
the rivers from being navigable. We 
have no navigable rivers below the 
Hudson, but there are found numer- 
j o h s buried, or dear! rivers, as they are 
called along I he Atlantic coast, espe­ 
cially around New York City. 
For 
i sixteen years I have been riding up 
and down the Susquehanna!! River in 
order to understand it, so interesting 
is it. 
The tide water not long ago 
used to go up as far as Harrisburg. 
It was merely a tidal river, and a very 
shallow stream. 
Right here where 
Baltimore stands was an old coastal 
lake in past ages. 
Formerly it was 
thought th at the Peninsula of Florida 
J was a coral reef, hut now it is proved 
to be a great sand bank, and was 
; built by sands brought trom the Alle­ 
ghany Mountains. 
There are fifty j 
inches of rainfall in the Peninsula ol 
Florida, and all of this is absorbed j 
by the sands, to be given to the Gulf 
of Mexico in springs bursting forth 
around the shores.

It Is Rejects*!, A fter Speeches from G lad­ 
stone and B alfou r—A P ath etic In cid en t ol 
Mr. G ladstone’* Address. 
London, Feb. 17.—In the house of com­ 
mons Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, 
resumed the debate on the address In reply 
to the queen’s speech. 
He commented upon 
the vehement character of O’Brien's attack 
last evening. 
He said: 
Still it was nothing to what he had been 
accustomed to receive from the same quar­ 
ter in the weeklv attacks of United Ireland. 
He had been told that he took strange pleas­ 
ure in mere purposeless human suffering, 
which to his languid life im parted a deli­ 
cious excitem ent [Laughter ] There is much 
more said about him in the same strain 
He consoled himself with the reflection that 
attacks of even worse character had been 
made against O’Brien’s allies. 
United Ire­ 
land had compared Sir G. 0. Trevelyan to a 
skunk, a cuttlefish aud hangman. 
O’Brien 
had likewise drawn comparison between 
Gladstone and Judas Iscariot, and for contin­ 
uous weeks United Ireland insisted that 
Trevelyan and Earl Spencer had conspired 
to shield men guilty of most horrible and 
nameless crimea 
O’Brien—I never did. 
I stated that the re­ 
sult of their misguided action was to shield 
those persons, but I never alleged th at they 
did so wilfully. 
Balfour denied that the new crimes act 
created new crime*. 
He denied that O’Brien 
had been ill-treated in prison. 
On the con­ 
trary his health had improved there. 
Gl a d s t o n e’s sa t. * 
Mr. Gladstone followed Mr. Balfour. 
He 
said: 
He found little in the chief secretary’* 
speech th at tended to assist them in getting 
at the truth of the questions before the 
house. 
There W'as the question whether the 
Conservative leaders had

with Mr Parnell on the subject of home rule. 
Denials made by Mr. Balfour did not get rid 
of the Irish member*’ assertions. 
Parnell 
had stated that be found himself in entire 
agreem ent with Lord Carnarvon on the home 
rule question. 
T hat had not been denied. 
If wa* stated that Lord Carnarvon spoke for 
himself; but he was viceroy of Ireland at 
the time for the Conservative government, 
which

Ireland 
from 
the empire. 
The Liberals were called sejiarat:*ia be­ 
cause they wished to give effect to the na­ 
tional aspirations of Ireland while having 
supreme regard for the unity of the em pire 
Borne of the rem arks of Mr. Balfour, Mr. 
Gladstone said. had apparently been leveled 
at himself. 
His (Gladstone’s) Nottingham 
speech had been absolutely misrepresented 
as to the statem ent regarding the Irish ex­ 
ecutive’s practice of obtaining information 
by perm itting the judice to concert crime. 
Ile protested then as now against the prac­ 
tice as dangerous to society and odious in 
itself. 
He had never uttered words over 
which he fell more rejoiced than his words 
about Mitehelistown. 
He used them for the 
jiurjMise of preventing enormous tnbchief 
and suffering, probably bloodshed. 
It was

Balfour had become by implication a breaker 
of the law, for he gave the act his authorita­ 
tive approval, as if it were to be the model 
rule for the oonduct of the jiolice.

pushed too far, those who now guided the 
mind of that nation might lose their jxiwer 
and be displaced by ruder and more danger­ 
e d spirits. 
Let the governm ent thank 
themselves and consent to legislation tor 
brelan*!, as they did for England and Bcot- 
iand.in accordance with the constitutionally 
expressed wuhes and jierm anent couvie- 
t.on* of the people, and thus at last present 
to the world the blessed sjiectacle of a truly, 
and not a nominally, united empire.

New Mexico, generally recognized as one of 
Mr. Blaine h confidential friends, wa* ask­

th a t Mr. Blaine * 
letter is not to lie regarded as final, but is 
to be considered only a* an announcem ent 
th a t he was not striving for the honor.

Young: Men’s Christian Association. 


T h ere an* many features of the Assn 
elation which have not yet t een touched 
upon, and would take up too much time 
aud «pacefnr present discussion. A m ong 
a few of those, however, w hich should 
be spoken of, are the following: 
T h e employment bureau is one of the 
most im portant and most used part* of 
th e comm ittee. 
But w h at doe* this 
mean* 
It means that the association 
have a comm ittee of young men who try 
to keep track of all the vacancies which 
young men could fill, and keep them on 
i Ie at the office of the Association. 
Fur- 
therm orc th at when a young man m ak es 
application for w ork he Is required to 
give a nu m ber of references to men for 
whom he has worked or who are well ac­ 
q u ain ted w ith him. 
T h e young man is 
not recom mended to anybody for em ­ 
ploym ent before th e references have been 
looked up, and if not satisfactory the ap ­ 
plicant is rejected, hence any business 
man is perfectly safe in applying to the 
association for help, for lie is sure of ob­ 
ta in in g a trusty man. 
A nother very im po ttan t feature is the 
boarding house register which the associ­ 
ation keeps open t© all young men. A n ­ 
other very 
im portant 
feature 
is the 
boarding bouses in the place, and room* 
to rent, w ith location and price of tach , 
so th at a stranger can alw ays go to the 
association, and be sure of being directed 
to a reliable and respectable boarding 
place. 
W e m ight add a great m any more to 
the list of advantages already given. But 
let it be rem em bered th a t a1! th e d e p a rt­ 
ments of the association arc under the 
direction of com m ittees of young men, 
and each com m ittee is required to report 


to the board of directors once a m onth, 
which gives the young men a degree of 
respectability and trainin g w hich is of 
great value to them in their hater pursuits 
of life. 
T he question is often asked why should 
the association have its own building? 
T here are a great m any reasons. T h e as­ 
sociation needs its own building just as 
m uch as a church, a bank or botel needs 
its building. 
They cannot carry on an 
acceptable w ork in rooms th a t arc no t at 
all adapted to their use; neither can the 
association, and it is an impossibility to 
rent rooms winch are a dap ted to the use 
o f the association. T hen the fact of bav- 
to be changing q u arters continually is a 
disastrous thing to any association besides 
being very expensive. 
Then too, as the 
greater part of the expense of the asso 
elation is borne by the public, it is best 
to m ake it as light as possible, and that 
can be done in no other way than provid 
ing a home for th e association where 
they will be free from enorm ous rents 
and the ann oy anceo f illy contrived quar 
tern. 
I m ight add an innum erable list of 
reasons, but will state but one, and th at 
is, th at by an association having its own 
building it becomes an established insti­ 
tution; it gives it a fixedness which it 
otherwise would not have, and assures 
the public th a t their efforts have been 
appreciated and have taken a substantial 
form. 
T he question arises w h at need has the 
association of a general secretary. 
I 
would reply by asking w hat need a rail­ 
road bas of a general m anager. 
Did any 
one ever see an organization that had a* 
many different departm ents aud com m it­ 
tees as this association has th at would 
run itself, or accom plish a ny thing w ith­ 
out some one to 
look after it, 
“ for 
w hat 
is 
every body s 
business 
is 
nobody’s 
business,” 
hence the 
case 
dem ands the entire allen ion ot some 
one person, and th a t person must be one 
particularly aud peculiarly adapted to 
the work. 
One of o ur oldest and most 
experienced association w orkers writes 
as follows: “ N o profession I know of re­ 
quires so m any aud such diversified gifts 
and qualifications, and it is far from su r­ 
prising to any oue fam iliar w ith the re­ 
quirem ents of the w ork th at of the 141 
general secretaries who were employed 
nine years ago but little over one-fourth 
arc “ practicing” to-day. 
I have tried w ith o u t going into too 
m uch detail and show w hat th e associa­ 
tion is a u d its advantages to young men; 
also briefly to show bow it is a protection 
to the public and a practical benefit to 
the family circle as well as the business 
firm,
